Gifford Pinchot’s 
criticism and demand for action, 
the house committee on unem­ 
ployment relief today was pre­ 
pared lo submit Its report pro­ 
posing a $25,000.000 bond issue 
to aid the jobless during the 
next two years. 
Scheduled .submi.ssion of the re- 
y»rt and introduction of the en­ 
abling bills today forced the relief 
question squarely before the assem­ 
bly for the first time this session. 
The special unemployment commit­ 
tee, headed by Rep. Paul B. Rice, 
organization Republican of Harris­ 
burg, propose.s also a $2.000,000 ap­ 
propriation for April and May re­ 
lief. 
For Direct Relief. 
Of the bond issue money, $20,000,- 
000 would be used for direct and 
local work relief during the 24 
months starting next June 1 and 
would be administered by the va­ 
rious county poor boards under the 
.supervision of the .state emergency 
relief 
board. 
Another $3,500,000 
would be used for state work relief. 
The state board would be authorized 
to set up work camps for single men 
who would be employed In forestry 
work. The sum of $1.500,000 would 
be provided to float the bond issue. 
Tlie committee propases local tax 
relief by returning an additional 
half cent of the state gasoline tax 
to the counties. Aid to mortgagors 
also Is proposed and poor boards 
would be empowered to levy a spe­ 
cial occupation tax. 
Governor Seeks Action. 
While the house committee a.sks 
for $25,000,000 for relief and the gov­ 
ernor proposed only $20,000,000, the 
.significant difference lies in the fact 
that the committee's recommenda- 
tion.s specifically cover a two- year 
period whereas i Governor Pinchot 
requested the lump sum immedi­ 
ately and did not specify the period 
of time the amcjunt would cover. 
Appearing unexpectedly last night 
before the general assembly, Gover­ 
nor Pinchot sharply criticized poli­ 
tical leaders for delaying relief leg­ 
islation. 
He renewed his demands 
for a $20,000,0001 appropriation to be 
provided chiefly by transferring col­ 
lection of mercantile and inherit­ 
ance taxe.s to the revenue depart­ 
ment. He charged that the obstacle 
to his propasal was the complaint 
that it Is “not politically expedient.” 
“But I tell you,” he added, 4‘hat 
to trifle with the public safety and 
welfare In a time like this and with 
the daily bread of two million people 
is ‘not politically expedient’.” 
Following the me.ssage. Rep. Ell- 
wood 'Turner, Delau’are Republican, 
indulged in a counter attack and 
charged that the governor “must 
have been warned” that the house 
unemployment committee was ready 
to report and present relief bills.

The Schwartz bill legalizes out­ 
door sports between two and six p. 
m. on the Sabbath under a muni­ 
cipal license system. 
Golf, swim­ 
ming and tennis would be exempt 
from licenses, the fees from which 
would go directly into the munici­ 
pal treasuries. 
Referenda W’ould be permitted in 
municipalities not mdre than once 
every three years to give inhabi 
tants an opportunity to revoke the 
license and return the community 
to strict blue law observance.
